rare  experience  in  itself.  Returning  by 
way  of  Black  Sand  Basin,  the  Bankers

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An  Appreciation  of 
YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK

OUR  great  National  Parks  are  sec 
tions  of  the  old  American  wilder- 
ness preserved  practically  unchanged. 
They  are  as  valuable,  acre  for  acre,  as 
the  richest  farm  lands.  They  feed  the 
spirit,  the  soul,  the  character  of  America. 

Who  can  measure  the  value,  even 
today,  of  a  great  national  reserve  such  as 
the  Yellowstone  Park?  In  twenty  years 
it  will  be  beyond  all  price,  for  in  twenty 
years  we  shall  have  no  wild  America. 
The  old  days  are  gone  forever.  Their 
memories  are  ours  personally.  We  ought 
personally  to  understand,  to  know,  to 
prize  and  cherish  them. 

Of  all  the  National  Parks  Yellowstone 
is  the  wildest  and  most  universal  in  its 
appeal.  There  is  more  to  see  there — 
more  different  sorts  of  things,  more  nat- 
ural  wonders,  more  strange  and  curious 
things,  more  scope,  more  variety  —  a 
longer  list  of  astonishing  sights — than 
any  half  dozen  of  the  other  parks  com- 
bined could  offer.  Daily  new,  always 
strange,  ever  full  of  change,  it  is  the  cir- 
cus park,  Nature's  continuous  Coney 
Island.  It  is  the  most  human  and  the 
most  popular  of  all  the  parks. 

But  Yellowstone  is  more,  and  very 
much  more,  than  that,  especially  in  its 
new  and  vastly  enlarged  form  today.  As 
it  now  is  constituted,  it  is  the  noblest 
sweep  of  unspoiled  and  yet  fully  acces- 
sible mountain  country  to  be  found  with- 
in or  without  our  National  Park  limits. 
Here,  in  deed,  you  may  see  the  ROCK- 
IES and  as  you  look  there  will  arise  in 
your  soul  the  phrase,  kkAs  it  was  in  the 
Beginning!"  Happily  also  follows  the  re- 
mainder of  the  choral  chant,  kTs  now, 
and  ever  shall  be!1"1  What  price  can  you 
put  on  that? 

Yellowstone  is  at  once  the  easiest,  the 
most  feasible,  the  most  human  of  all  the 
parks,  and  also  the  wildest  and  least 
changed.   No  other  park,  and  no  other 


mountain  region  within  our  borders, 
holds  such  numbers,  or  such  numbers  of 
species,  of  native  American  big  game. 

The  bears  of  Yellowstone  have  made 
it  famous,  as  has  its  Painted  Canyon.  Its 
vast  elk  herds — the  last  hope  of  that 
species  in  America — have  no  like  any- 
where in  our  country  now.  The  bighorn 
sheep,  rarest  and  wildest  of  our  big  game 
animals,  still  lives  its  old  life  there.  The 
wise  and  busy  beaver  builds  its  dams  as 
it  always  did.  The  antelope  still  may  be 
seen — shadowy,  fleet.  The  two  species 
of  American  deer  still  thrive.  Lastly, 
there  still  are  to  be  seen  some  hundreds 
of  the  noblest  of  all  our  wild  animals, 
the  bison;  a  herd  larger  now  than  it  was 
when,  in  the  winter  of  1894,  the  writer 
of  these  lines  explored  Yellowstone  Park 
on  ski  and  made  public  the  danger  then 
existing  of  the  extinction  of  the  wild 
bison  at  the  hands  of  ruthless  winter 
hunters. 

Who  can  measure  the  value  of  these 
native  treasures?  Where  else  can  you 
see  them?  What  other  country,  what 
other  printed  page,  can  teach  you  so 
much  as  a  week's  reading  of  Nature's 
page  here? 

And  you  may  travel  and  live  in  per-

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feet  comfort!  That  is  almost  the  most 
astonishing  thing  about  Yellowstone.

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Grand  Canyon  of  Yellowstone 
Nature's  Wonder  Spot

THE  kaleidoscope  of  color  on  display 
at  the  Grand  Canyon  of  Yellow- 
stone National  Park  makes  it  one  of 
Nature's  wonder  spots.  The  National 
Park  Service,  Department  of  the  Interior, 
recently  issued  a  description  of  the  Park. 

The  Grand  Canyon  is  altogether  dif- 
ferent. What  makes  it  a  scenic  feature 
of  unusual  distinction  is  its  marvelously 
variegated  volcanic  coloring.  It  is  the 
cameo  of  canyons. 

Standing  upon  Inspiration  Point, 
which  pushes  out  almost  to  the  center 
of  the  canyon,  one  looks  almost  verti- 
cally down  the  foaming  Yellowstone 
River.  To  the  south  a  waterfall  nearly 
twice  the  height  of  Niagara  rushes  seem- 
ingly out  of  the  pine-clad  hills  and  pours 
downward  to  he  lost  again  in  green, 

From  that  point  two  or  three  miles 
to  where  you  stand,  and  beneath  you, 


widens  out  a  glorious  kaleidoscope  of 
color.  The  steep  slopes,  dropping  a 
thousand  feet  or  more  from  pine  topped 
levels  above,  are  wondrously  carved  and 
fretted  by  the  frost  and  erosion  of  ages. 
Sometimes  they  lie  in  straight  lines  at 
easy  angles,  from  which  jut  high  rock 
prominences.  Sometimes  they  lie  in 
huge  hollows  carved  from  the  side  walls. 
Here  and  there  jagged  rock  needles  rise 
perpendicularly  for  hundreds  of  feet  like 
groups  of  gothic  spires. 

And  the  whole  is  colored  as  brokenly 
and  as  vividly  as  the  field  of  a  kaleido- 
scope. The  whole  is  streaked  and  spotted 
and  stratified  in  every  shade  from  the 
deepest  orange  to  the  faintest  lemon, 
from  deep  crimson  through  all  the  brick 
shades  to  the  softest  pink,  from  black 
through  all  the  grays  and  pearls  to  glis- 
tening white.  The  greens  are  furnished 
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by  the  dark  pines  above,  and  the  lighter 
shades  of  growth  caught  here  and  there 
on  the  gentler  slopes,  and  the  foaming 
green  of  the  plunging  river  so  far  below. 
The  blues,  ever  changing,  are  found  in 
the  dome  of  the  sky. 

Another  interesting  feature  of  Yellow- 
stone is  its  wild  animal  life.  It  is  one  of 
the  largest  and  most  successful  preserves 
in  the  world.  And  its  3,300  square  miles 
of  mountains  and  valleys  remain  nearly 
as  Nature  made  them,  for  the  300  miles 
of  roads  and  the  four  hotels  and  five 
camps  are  as  nothing  in  this  immense 
wilderness.  No  tree  has  been  cut  except 
when  absolutely  necessary  for  road  or 
camp  trail.  No  herds  invade  its  valleys. 
No  rifle  has  been  fired  at  a  wild  animal 
since  1894,  except  by  occasional  poachers 
along  the  border. 

Visitors  for  the  most  part  keep  to  the 
beaten  track,  and  the  wild  animals  have 
learned  that  they  mean  no  harm.  On 
the  quieter  trails  the  traveler  may  see 
deer  and  bear  and  elk,  and  even  ante- 
lope, mountain  sheep  and  bison. 

This  wild  animal  paradise  contains 
from  10,000  to  20,000  elk,  several  hun-

dred  moose,  innumerable  deer  and  an 
increasingly  large  herd  of  wild  bison. 

It  is  an  excellent  bird  preserve  also; 
200  species  live  natural  and  undisturbed 
lives.  Eagles  abound  among  the  crags, 
wild  geese  and  ducks  are  plentiful.  Many 
thousands  of  large,  white  pelicans  add  to 
the  picturesqueness  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Trout  fishing  in  Yellowstone  waters  is 
unexcelled.  All  three  drainages  abound 
in  trout  which  often  attain  large  si2;e. 
Park  waters  are  restocked  each  year. 

In  magnificent  contrast  with  the  vol- 
canic plateau  and  its  border  of  volcanic 
mountains  there  arises  from  the  plains, 
30  miles  to  the  south,  one  of  the  most 
abrupt  and  stupendous  outcroppings  of 
granite  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 
From  the  western  shore  of  Jackson  Lake 
the  Teton  Mountains  lift  their  spired 
peaks  7,000  feet,  apparently  perpendicu- 
lar. Many  glaciers  rest  upon  their  should- 
ers. Their  climax  is  the  Grand  Teton 
whose  altitude  is  13,747. 

The  first  recorded  visit  to  Yellowstone 
was  made  by  John  Colter  in  1810.  He 
was  returning  home  alone  from  the 
Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  and  took

refuge  there  from  hostile  Indians.  His 
story  of  its  wonders  was  discredited. 

The  next  recorded  visit  was  made  by 
a  trapper  named  Joseph  Meek  in  1829, 
who  described  it  as  "a  country  smoking 
with  vapor  from  boiling  springs  and 
burning  with  gases  issuing  from  small 
craters.  From  some  of  these  craters,  he

said,  issued  blue  flame  and  molten  brim- 
stone." 

Between  1830  and  1840  Warren 
Angus  Ferris,  a  clerk  in  the  American 
Fur  Co.,  wrote  the  first  description  of 
the  Firehole  Geyser  Basin,  but  it  was

not  until  1852  that  the  geyser  district 
was  actually  defined  and  the  geysers  pre 
cisely  located.  This  was  done  by  Father 
De  Smet,  the  famous  Jesuit  missionary, 
who  drew  much  of  his  information  about 
the  Yellowstone  country  from  Capt. 
James  Bridger,  the  famous  frontiersman 
whose  strange  yarns  of  marvels  he  had 
beheld  there  remained  discredited  or 
tabooed  by  other  writers  as  late  as  1860. 
The  first  government  expedition  was

sent  out  in  1859  under  command  of 
Capt.  W.  F.  Raynolds,  but  yielded  little 
of  accurate  information  about  the  central 
glories  of  Yellowstone.  Several  private 
explorers  followed,  but  so  great  was  pub- 
lie  incredulity  as  to  the  marvels  they 
described  that  they  did  not  dare  tell  their 
experiences  before  any  general  audiences, 
for  several  lecturers  had  been  stoned  in 
the  streets  as  impostors.  The  large  explor- 
ing expedition  under  Henry  D.  Wash- 
burn and  N.  P.  Langford,  in  1870,  fin- 
ally established  the  facts  to  the  public 
belief  and  led  to  the  creation  of  the 
Yellowstone  National  Park.  —  V^/estons

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YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK 


YELLOWSTONE  has  more  gey- 
sers  than  all  the  rest  of  the 
world.  Some  are  literal  volcanoes  of 
water.  To  translate  this  into  volume 
we  will  use  Old  Faithful  as  an  ex' 
ample.  According  to  observations 
made  by  the  United  States  Geolog- 
ical Survey,  this  most  famous  of  all 
geysers  hurls  in  the  air  every  sixty 
to  eighty  minutes,  a  million  and  a 
half  gallons  of  water,  or  33,225,000 
gallons  a  day.  This  would  supply  a 
city  of  300,000  inhabitants. 


YELLOWSTONE  is  the  pre-eminent 
sight-seeing  tour  of  the  world.  It  is 
the  largest  and  most  famous  of  American 
parks.  Nowhere  can  vacation  savings 
buy  more.  ' 

Yellowstone  was  created  a  national 
park  by  act  of  Congress,  in  1872.  The 
park  proper  is  about  62  miles  long  from 
north  to  south,  54  miles  wide,  and  has 
an  area  of  3,348  square  miles,  or  2,142,- 
270  acres.  It  is  in  Wyoming,  Montana 
and  Idaho.  The  Park  is  an  elevated  pla- 
teau surrounded  by  mountains  and  has 
an  average  elevation  above  sea  level 
ranging  from  7,000  to  8,000  feet. 

There  is  nothing  in  all  the  world  like 
Yellowstone  National  Park.  You  can't 
make  it  relative,  because  there  is  no 
standard  of  comparison.  It  is  the  real 
wonderland,  embracing  an  aggregation 
of  fantastic  phenomena  as  weird  as  it  is 
wild  and  remarkable.  It  contains  geysers, 
mud  volcanoes,  mineral  springs,  exquis- 
itely colored  pools,  and  similar  manifes- 
tations of  Nature.  There  are  found  here 
4,000  hot  springs,  large  and  small;  100 
geysers,  big  and  little.  It  has  many  rush- 
ing rivers  and  charming  lakes,  well  filled 
with  trout,  waterfalls  of  great  height  and 
large  volume,  dense  forests  of  pine, 
spruce,  fir,  cedar,  poplar.,  and  aspen,  with 
occasionally  a  dwarf  maple  and  a  thicket 
of  willows.  It  has  areas  of  petrified  for- 
ests with  trunks  standing  and  a  wide

variety  of  wild  flowers  of  brilliant  hues 
grow  in  profusion.  It  has  canyons  of 
sublimity,  one  of  which  presents  an  un- 
equalled spectacle  of  golden  colors.  Its 
immense  area  affords  safe  refuge  for  the 
animals  of  the  wild.  Nearly  200  differ- 
ent kinds  of  birds  have  been  noted  here. 
The  hotels  rank  with  the  best  resort 
hotels  to  be  found  anywhere  and  the 
lodges  (permanent  camps)  offer  all  the 
enjoyable  features  of  camp  life,  without 
its  discomforts. 

Thus  it  will  be  noted  that  it  is  a  mis- 
take to  associate  Yellowstone  with  gey- 
sers alone.  While  the  Yellowstone  gey- 
sers have  no  counterpart  in  the  rest  of 
the  world,  without  the  geysers  the  Yel- 
lowstone watershed  alone,  with  its  glow-

ing  canyon,  would  be  worthy  of  a  na- 
tional park.  Were  there  also  no  canyon, 
the  scenic  wilderness  and  its  incompar- 
able wealth  of  wild  animal  life  would  be 
worthy  of  the  national  park.  The  per- 
sonality of  the  Yellowstone  is  three-fold. 
The  hot-water  manifestations  are  worth 
a  close  examination;  the  canyon,  an  in- 
spiring education  in  itself,  merits  a  pro-

The  Terraced  Mammoth  Hot  Springs 

At  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  near  Gar' 
diner  Gateway,  hot  waters  heavily 
charged  with  lime,  have  built  up  tier 
upon  tier  of  remarkable  terraces — mainly 
white  but  frequently  colored  by  mineral 
and  vegetable  deposit,  in  delicate  tints  of 
pink,  yellow  and  brown.  Each  terrace 
carries  basins,  elaborately  carved  and 
fretted,  which,  when  their  springs  run 
dry,  merge  into  the  great  hills  of  white

formation,  while  new  basins  form  upon 
their  edges,  presenting  an  astonishing 
spectacle  of  indescribable  beauty. 

Pulpit,  Jupiter,  Cleopatra,  and  Hymen 
terraces,  Orange  Spring,  the  White  Ele- 
phant, Angel  Terrance,  and  the  Devil's 
Kitchen  are  the  most  important  attrac- 
tions. Liberty  Cap,  a  monument-like 
shaft  of  rock-like  material  is  a  striking 
feature  of  the  landscape. 

There  are  rides,  walks,  and  drives 
about  the  springs  and  terraces.  The 
mouth  of  Boiling  River  and  the  canyon 
and  Osprey  Fall  of  the  Middle  Gardiner 
River  behind  Bunsen  Peak  are  all  within 
walking  distance;  they  also  can  be 
reached  by  horseback  or  by  automobile.

in  the  Park.  The  steaming,  tinted  ter-

animals,  small  and  large;  but  of  all  its 
wonders  none  is  so  unusual,  so  startling, 
so  weird,  as  the  geysers.  Once  seen,  the 
memory  and  mystery  of  them  will  for- 
ever linger.  The  Yellowstone  geysers  are 
renowned  the  world  over,  because  of 
their  sue,  power,  number,  and  variety  of 
action.  Many  erupt  at  more  or  less  reg- 
ular intervals,  the  most  remarkable  and 
best  known  of  this  type  being  Old  Faith- 
ful, which  flings  a  150-foot  column  of 
boiling  water  and  live  steam  into  the  air 
every  hour;  some  of  the  other  large  ones

play  at  irregular  intervals  of  days,  weeks, 
or  months,  some  small  ones  play  every 
few  minutes.  Some  burst  upward  with 
immense  power;  others  hurl  streams  at 
angles  or  bubble  and  foam. 

The  more  prominent  geysers  are  con' 
fined  to  three  basins,  lying  near  each 
other  in  the  middle  west  zone,  although 
hot  water  manifestations  occur  in  all 
parts  of  the  Park.  Marvelously-colored 
hot  springs,  mud  volcanoes,  and  other 
strange  phenomena  are  constantly  amaz- 
ing  you  during  the  tour.

road  from  Upper  Basin  to  Thumb,  has 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  cones.  It  plays 
sixty  feet  in  the  air  for  ten  minutes,  at 
intervals  of  forty  minutes. 

Grand  Canyon  and  Great  Fall 
The  Grand  Canyon  is  the  climax  of  the 
Yellowstone. 

The  canyon  is  vast.  A  cross-section  in 
the  largest  part  measures  2,000  feet  at 
the  top  and  200  feet  at  the  bottom,  with 
1,200  feet  of  depth.  The  Upper  Fall  is 
109  feet,  the  Lower  or  Great  Fall,  308 
feet  in  height.  The  canyon  and  Lower 
Fall — a  composite  picture — are  seen  to 
the  best  advantage  from  Artist  Point  and 
Inspiration  Point. 

The  following  quotations  describe  as 
well  as  words  can  this  awe-inspiring 
wonder : 

Lieut.  G.  C.  Doane,  U.  S.  A.,  in 
charge  of  the  military  escort  of  the 
Washburn  Government  expedition  of 
1870,  wrote: 

"There  are  perhaps  other  canyons 
longer  and  deeper  than  this  one,  but 
surely  none  combining  such  grandeur 
and  immensity  and  peculiarity  of  forma- 
tion and  profusion  of  volcanic  or  chem- 
ical phenomena.  The  combinations  of 
metallic  lustres  in  the  coloring  of  walls 
are  truly  wonderful,  surpassing,  doubt- 
less, anything  of  the  kind  on  the  face  of 
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the  globe."    Rudyard  Kipling  wrote: 

"All  that  I  can  say  is  that  without 
warning  or  preparation  I  looked  into  a 
gulf  1,700  feet  deep,  with  eagles  and 
fishhawks  circling  far  below.  And  the 
sides  of  that  gulf  were  one  wild  welter 
of  color  —  crimson,  emeralds,  cobalt, 
ochre,  amber,  honey  splashed  with  port 
wine,  snow-white,  vermilion,  lemon  and 
silver-grey  in  wide  washes.  The  sides  did 
not  fall  sheer,  but  were  graven  by  time 
and  water  and  air  into  monstrous  heads 
of  kings,  dead  chiefs — men  and  women 
of  the  old  time.  So  far  below  that  no 
sound  of  strife  could  reach  us,  the  Yel- 
lowstone River  ran,  a  finger-wide  strip 
of  jade  green.  The  sunlight  took  those 
wondrous  walls  and  gave  fresh  hues  to 
those  that  Nature  has  already  laid  there. 
Evening  crept  through  the  pines  that 
shadowed  us,  but  the  full  glory  of  the 
day  flamed  in  that  canyon  as  we  went 
out  very  cautiously  to  a  jutting  piece  of 
rock  —  blood-red  or  pink  it  was  —  that

hung  the  deepest  deeps  of  all." 

The  famous  artist  Moran  said:  "Its 
beautiful  tints  are  beyond  the  reach  of 
human  art."

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the  Capitol  is  good,  but  painting  and 
words  are  unequal  to  the  subject." 

Folsom,  connected  with  the  private  ex- 
pcdition  of  '69,  and  who  first  wrote  of 
the  canyon,  said,  "Language  is  entirely 
inadequate  to  convey  a  just  conception 
of  the  awful  grandeur  and  sublimity  of 
this  most  beautiful  of  Nature's  handi- 
work." 

Fishing  in  Yellowstone  is  exceptionally 
good.  Visitors  who  do  not  take  their 
own  fishing  tackle  can  supply  themselves 
at  any  of  the  hotels  or  camps  upon  pay- 
ment of  a  small  rental. 

Yellowstone  is  a  paradise  for  the  ex- 
pert angler.  Almost  any  of  a  hundred 
streams  can  be  successfully  whipped  by 
an  adept,  while  an  amateur  can  catch 
lake  trout  near  the  outlet  of  Yellowstone 
Lake. 

Botanists  find  the  Yellowstone  a  rich 
field  of  study.  The  whole  Park  is  a  veri- 
table flower  garden,  its  coloring  chang- 
ing with  the  advancing  season.  Speci- 
mens of  the  most  delicate  lowland  flow- 
ers are  found  in  close  proximity  to  fields 
of  snow. 

Authorities  estimate  that  forest  and 
plant  growth  cover  fully  84  per  cent  of 
the  entire  area  of  the  Park.  In  these  for- 
ests are  pine,  fir,  balsam,  spruce,  cedar, 
poplar,  and  aspen,  with  occasionally  a 
dwarf  maple  and  a  thicket  of  willows.

317  feet  above  sea  level,  the  highest 
mountain  in  Yellowstone  Park  which  can 
be  ascended  by  automobile,  more  than  a 
million  acres  of  timber  and  Park  lands 
and  craggy  peaks  are  visible.  The  vast 
stretches  of  the  Mirror,  Central,  Pitch- 
stone  and  Madison  Plateaus  unfold 
themselves  far  below.  Like  a  soft  green 
coat  of  moss  the  forests  of  the  Yellow- 
stone try  to  conceal  the  wonders  you 
have  been  viewing  on  the  tour,  but  they 
cannot  conceal  the  Grand  Canyon,  for 
it  runs,  a  great  jagged  line  of  red,  sear- 
ing right  through  the  green  coat. 

Nor  can  they  conceal  the  distant  crys- 
tal blue  of  Lake  Yellowstone,  nor  the 
up-thrusting  heads  and  shoulders  of  the 
mountain  giants  in  and  near  the  Park — 
the  Tetons,  74  miles  away;  Electric  Peak; 
Mt.  Sheridan;  the  Absarokas;  the  Bear- 
tooth  Mountains  and  the  Gallatin 
Range! 

White  snows  upon  the  heights  of  these 
far  peaks  flash  a  greeting  to  the  sun — as 
do  the  snows  on  Washburn.  Far  over  on 
the  Beartooth  Peaks  a  dark  cloud  trails 
its  fringe  of  rain.  The  road  you  have 
come  up  winds  ribbon-like  down  into  the 
green  depths  of  the  Park.  You  are  "On 
Top  of  the  World!" — From  Yellowstone 
Rational  Par\,  published  by  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway.

YELLOWSTONE  AT  LAST!  The 
land  of  scenic  beauty,  of  physical 
phenomena,  of  stately  woodlands.  A 
domain  of  dancing  cataracts,  of  lush 
meadows,  of  wide-spreading  lakes.  The 
wild  empire  of  gushing  geysers,  of  self' 
painting  hot  springs,  of  swirling  mortar- 
vats,  of  profane  mud-vents,  of  basins  that 
crack  and  steam,  of  mountains  that  belch 
and  roar.  A  region  of  high-powered,  sul- 
phuric  smells  from  the  dyspeptic  bowels

never-to-be-forgotten  sight — the  canyon 
down  which  the  waters  of  Yellowstone 
River,  flowing  out  of  Yellowstone  Lake, 
dash  with  a  song  of  diapason  melody, 
taking  its  abrupt  descents  in  two  tremen- 
dous leaps  —  the  Upper  Fall  and  the 
Great  Fall.

hold  word,  since  it  so  nearly  approaches 
the  perfect  example  of  what  a  geyser 
should  be — tremendous,  beautiful,  regu- 
lar, it  never  disappoints.  All  over  the 
different  geyser  basins  there  are  hun- 
dreds— yes,  thousands — of  geysers,  from 
the  tiny  spurting  tongues  of  steam  that 
play  almost  constantly,  to  the  huge  erup- 
tions that  come  at  intervals  of  days  or 
even  weeks.  Closely  allied  to  them  are 
the  hot  springs,  building  their  walls  about 
them  with  calcareous  deposits  and  paint- 
ing them  with  the  infinitesimal  plant  of 
brilliant  colors  which  lives  only  in  boil- 
ing water.  Similar,  too,  are  the  wonder- 
ful pools  and  springs  that  bubble  forth 
from  unfathomable  depths,  in  bowls  of 
strange  design,  as  though  they  wished  to 
vary  the  display  as  much  as  possible. 

"Old  Faithful"  is  reached  in  time  not 
only  to  explore  and  enjoy  the  whole  sur- 
prising district,  but  to  watch  the  tremen- 
dous spectacle  the  great  geyser  stages 
every  seventy  minutes  for  his  devotees. 
And  whether  you  watch  it  by  sunlight 
or  moonlight  or  through  the  aura  of  rain- 
bow colors  that  a  searchlight  throws  over 
its  shimmering  draperies,  it  is  always  a 
supreme  and  breath-taking  experience. 

The  road  from  "Old  Faithful11  lies 
over  a  picturesque  and  forested  roadway 
to  Yellowstone  Lake,  which  it  follows  for 
miles  to  the  evening  rendezvous.  Stately 
woodlands  encompass  you,  a  Continental 
Divide  is  topped,  the  Grand  Tetons  are 
sighted  in  the  far  distance.

In  Norris  Geyser  Basin  the  display  of 
natural  pyrotechnics  is  so  constant  and 
varied  that  one  needs  hours  for  even 
approximate  appreciation  and  one  leaves 
it  with  the  feeling  that  he  has  been,  in- 
deed, very  close  to  the  fiery  heart  of 
Nature. 

Not  to  be  forgotten  or  overlooked  is 
the  so-called  wild  life  of  the  Park,  wh'ch, 
because  man  has  ceased  to  make  war 
upon  it,  is  almost  as  tame  as  domestic 
animals.  Not  only  the  bears  and  deer 
and  elk  are  numerous  and  cared  for,  but 
numberless  varieties  of  small,  fur-bear- 
ing animals,  from  the  ubiquitous  chip- 
munk to  the  timid  marmot,  come  to  the 
camps  to  be  fed,  photographed,  petted.
